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DETAILED ACTION 

1 A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 10, 2005 has been entered. 

2 Claims 1-91 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANNE 

3 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Grollier et al. (US 4,842,849) as the closest prior art, generally teaches a hair dyeing 
composition comprising oxidation bases, oxidizing agents and a number of cationic polymers 
include the claimed polymers cyclohomopolymer and polyquaternary ammonium polymer. 
However, the obviousness rejections over Grollier et al. (US 5 849) alone or in combination with 
De La Mettire et al. (WO 5 727), have been rendered moot because the comparative data 
submitted in the Declaration filed on August 10, 2005, is sufficient to rebut any case of prima 
facie obviousness of the claimed combination of ingredients because the comparative data in the 
Declaration show that the combination of cyclohomopolymer of dialkyldillylammoium polymer 
(MERQUAT 100) with the quaternary polyammonium polymer of the claimed composition 
provided more intense coloration (L = 19.9) than the prior art composition (L= 22.3) that 
exemplified only quaternary polyammonium polymers in Examples 6 and 19 in the disclosure of 
Grollier et al. (US. 489). Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have 
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been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of keratin fibers oxidation dyeing 
formulation.
